"Whenever the Land Commission are entitled to cause any 
holding to be sold under any power of sale, they may, if they think 
fit, apply to the High Court, or (if the rateable value of the holding 
does not exceed fifty pounds) to the county court of the county in 
which such holding is situate, for an order to the sheriff to put 
them in possession of such holding, and it shall be lawful for such 
court, upon being satisfied that the Land Commission are so 
entitled, to issue an order accordingly, and such order shall be 
executed by the sheriff in like manner as a writ for the delivery 
■of possession.
